Nixon Will Moke Red Chino Trip Sometime After January I

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


President Nixon will make his 
historic trip to mainland China 
sometime after the first of 
January with the exact date to 
be announced next month. 


Setting the trip in 1972 does 


not mean delay in Nixon's 
schedule, according to Henry A. 
Kissinger, 
the 
President's 


national security adviser. 


He told newsmen Wednesday 


"We are exactly on the schedule 
we set ourselves. It has not been 
delayed." He pointed out Nixon 
had said from the start the only 
limit on timing was May 1972. 


Kissinger, 
who 
returned 


Tuesday from a six-day visit to 
Peking laying the ground work 
for Nixon, said "we have the 


time narrowed down to a certain 
number of weeks. We will for- 
malize it and announce it" soon. 


Kissinger said his advance 


work accomplished what he set 
out to do, "to make concrete 
arrangements 
for 
the 


President's visit." But, he ad- 
ded, another preparatory team 
will be sent before Nixon leaves. 


Kissinger said he would not go 


with that advance party because 
the remaining work is technical 
and he would be of no real help. 


This last advance team will be 


implementing 
agreements 


Kissinger reached in principle 
with Chinese Prime Minister 
Chou En lai, the presidential 
adviser said. 


These, he explained, include 


communications, 
possible

ficials appear to want Nixon's

terror, sapper and rocket and

He said the alert would begin 
at 5 p. m. Saigon time Friday and 
would remain in effect at least 
through 5 p.m. Monday. 
Under the alert, called “gray 
condition,” U. S. troops can 
enter cities or towns only on 
essential official business, and 
vehicle movement outside U. S.

Mother To Be Feted 
For Retarded Work 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Twenty years ago Margaret 
Connolly 
gave 
birth 
to 
a 


severely retarded girl. 


Instead of hiding her daughter 


away in a state hospital, Mrs. 
Connolly decided to do what she 
could to help little Anne and 
other retarded children find a 
place in the world. 


Friday she will be honored as 


a founder and head of Aid 
Retarded Children, Inc., a group 
which she helped form, at an 
anniversary dinner. 


"Our primary idea was to talk 


about 
mental 
retardation 


publicly," she said in an in- 
terview, "to let some air in, to 
bring the matter out in the open 
enough so it could be recognized 
for the problem it was. 


"For years doctors recom- 


mended that parents send their 
mentally retarded infants to the 
state hospital and agreed to say 
the child had died at birth," said 
Mrs. Connolly. 


"Traditionally state hospitals 


were built 50 to 75 miles away 
from population centers and it 
was a way of not looking at 
mental retardation." 


A big milestone came in 1955 


and 1956 when the 
federal 


government became interested 
in the problem, but it surged 


ahead after John F. Kennedy 
ran for President and said he 
had a retarded sister, she ex- 
plained. 


"When we first opened an 


office 20 years ago, someone 
would call up crying and say 
they wanted information for a 
friend, but you knew very well 
they 
were 
talking 
about 


themselves and their child," 
said Mrs. Connolly 


Anne now lives in a family 


care home in neighboring Mann 
County so she can attend a 
public school which is used as a 
laboratory 
for 
training 


professionals in teaching and 
caring for mentally retarded. 


"Anne comes home weekends 


and holidays," Mrs. Connolly 
related, "and although she is 
very 
handicapped, 
she 
is 


socially 
very 
independent, 


knows her 
own mind, 
un- 


derstands what she is capable of 
doing and what she can and 
can't get away with. 


"Our primary effort is to try 


to seal the community on nor- 
malization — that a retarded 
person is a human being first," 
she said of the ARC program 
"We work closely with schools, 
health and recreation uepdil- 
ments, rehabilitation groups, 
welfare agencies and city hall."

Delay in any needed building is generally not advisable these 


days though there is hope that efforts to cut back inflation may 
make it less costly in months to come than it has been in months 
gone by But despite that generality, the Tehama County Super- 
visors' decision this week to go slow on planning remodeling of the 
Lincoln Street School building in Red Bluff appears to be a sensible 
delay. 


The Red Bluff Union School District's governing board has 


called a bond election Nov. 16 to raise funds to replace the Lincoln 
Street building and if all goes well, will be able to vacate it by next 
June If that happens, there will be no obstacle to the county's 
taking possession and proceeding with changes needed for con- 
version to county offices. 


It was with that in mind that the supervisors had tentatively 


arranged for an architect to have plans all in readiness, and if 
smooth going was assured, that would be a wise procedure. But 
smooth going is never assured when bond elections and school 
building plans are concerned. It's a sensible thing to take one thing 
at a time And it's a commendable thing for the county supervisors 
to be concerned with the welfare of the Red Bluff Union School 
District. 


The quicker the school building program, and with it the county 


office program, can be completed, however, the better from all 
standpoints. We need to get on with the job. 


Right Both Times, But. . . 


U S. Secretary of State William P. Rogers was undoubtedly 


right when he said in Washington Tuesday that the United States 
has probably contributed more than its share to the support of the 
United Nations. But he was right, too, when he declared against 
any reduction of United Nations funds in retaliation for the heavy 
vote rejecting the United States backed two-China policy. 


As Secretary Rogers clearly pointed out, to cut funds because 


we don't like the way the vote went would be to reject the 
democratic process and put this country on a level with the Soviet 
Union and other nations which make no pretense of abiding by 
majority rule. If the United States is to hold out for democracy as 
we know democracy, our arguments will surely fall on deaf ears if 
we take part in a voting organization, but go along only with the 
decisions which are to our liking. 


For that reason, and to avoid any suspicion that the United 


States is not as democratic as we want the world to think we are, we 
should make no move to cut financial support of the United Nations 
at this time. When we do, it should be clearly a matter of insisting 
on a fair division of responsibility. We must do nothing to confirm 
the idea that the American way is to buy votes with cash

Wage Crackdown — President 


Nixon's economic advisers 
admit privately that the basic 
aim of his economic program is 
to hold down wage increases. 
They regard wage levels as the 
biggest element in the cost of 
production. The average wage 
for non-farm workers rose 8 per 
cent in the last fiscal year. Yet 
the output per man-hour rose 
less than 3 per cent. This meant 
that production costs, in order to 
meet the rising wage levels, had 
to go up.

Last night I sat for an hour 


with the president of a small 
bank in upstate New York, 
talking about this and that as we 
drove from the airport to the 
hotel suite, before he led me 
down to address his convention 
He had about him the air of a 
man that nothing ever happens 
to, but in the elevator he said 
casually, "We had a robbery, by 
the way, yesterday — the first 
robbery in the history of the 
bank, which is over 80 years old. 
Two hundred and sixty three 
thousand dollars in cash." My 
sympathy was particularly keen 
because someone told me once 
that the only thing you cannot 
insure is the loss of cash Well, 
this turns out to be an exception 
where banks are concerned, the 
banker said they were fully 
insured. 


However, he said, if the cops 


don't catch the thieves, and the 
cash along with them, the in- 
surance company will simply 
increase the cost of the bank's 
insurance over the next ten 
years by twenty-six thousand 
dollars per year. Infunation 
overtook me. What, I said, is the 
point of insurance, if the insurer 
is going to get back the loss9 By 
that reasoning, why doesn't the 


insured get back his premium 
for those years when there is no 
loss, in the instant case for 80 
years running? 


A few months ago I talked 


with Mr. Clement Stone, who 
has made a half billion dollars 
from 
insurance, 
about 
the 


special problems of ghetto and 
high-crime residents. For in- 
stance, I said, in parts of the 
Bronx, an insurance company 
automatically cancels the policy 
of anyone whose house is rob- 
bed. Now, said 1, since it is the 
function 
of 
government, 
by

individual's

property, why 


shouldn't the government come 
forward with insurance in such 
cases'7 Oh, said Mr. Stone,

realistic premiums Ho hum, I 
say, as a car owner whose in- 
surance has risen by 300 per cent 
in ten years And then, too: 
where is the competition? How 
does a publication go about 
getting insurance from libel 
suits? Or a boat owner who has 
had several accidents. 


The insurance companies are 


developing astrological fixes on 
insurers, and are headed in the 
direction of saying that no one 
born under the shadow of the 
moon will receive insurance, 
except maybe with a million 
dollars deductible. 


Nor is it possible to become 


debonair about the problem, and 
talk to oneself grandly about 
self-insurance 
The 
ghetto 


resident whose third successive 
television set is stolen is likely to 
have to do without television 
The boat owner" who is so 
unlucky as to have entertained 
on board a guest who falls into 
the water, not knowing how to 
swim, and tragically drowns, 
would have been better off 
wearing the Scarlet Letter in the 
puritan company of the 18th 
century, than walking down the 


street among the oglers in the 
insurance world. 


It is sometimes asked: where 


will the welfarists move next, 
now that they have provided us 
with free false teeth? It used to 
strain the imagination to come 
up with an answer. No longer. 
Already, in most states, there is 
the classification of "assigned 
risk." That means that the in- 
surance companies have to split 
up among them the policies of 
high-risk drivers. By extension, 
the same will be done to protect 
decent 
residents 
and 


shopkeepers 
in 
high-crime 


areas, which are better defined 
as areas where the police do not 
do their iob. 


There is a great bitterness 


building up against the in- 
surance people, even as it built 
up in recent years 
against 


members of the medical com- 
munity, as the result of the in- 
creased difficulty in getting a 
doctor to come to you when you 
were sick. The solutions are by 
no means obvious, but it is ob- 
vious that the insurance world is 


iund, 
sound, 
corpulently 


asleep. They will, alas, 
be 


awakened not most likely by a 
young 
and 
spirited 
en- 


trepreneur, but by the heavy 
hand of government

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 
Reagan says Americans "are 
going to be very angry" if the 
Nixon Administration doesn’t 
strike 
back

Reagan, just back from a 16- 
day tour of Asia, said he had told 
President 
Nixon 
of 
his 
displeasure with the Monday 
night vote during a telephone 
call but declined to say what the 
President’s reaction was.

whether he thought the rebuff in 
the U.N. would hurt Nixon’s re- 
election next year. 
"I’d just rather wait and see if 
we aren’t going to take any 
action,” he said when asked to 
assess any political effect of the 
vote by the U. N. to seat Com­ 
munist China in place of the 
nationalist government. 
The discussion was started 
when Reagan opened his news 
conference 
Wednesday 
by 
distributing a copy of a cable he 
sent 
to 
Chiang 
Kai-shek, 
president of Nationalist China 


whom he visited earlier in the 
month. 
It said: "Mrs. Reagan and I 
want you to know how deeply 
shocked and disappointed we 
were bv the completely immoral 
action on the General Assembly 
of the United Nations. 
"I have told the President of 
my displeasure at what can only 
be described as the moral 
bankruptcy of an organization 
now reduced to the level of a 
kangaroo court.” 
Reagan said retaliation could 
range from total U. S. with­ 
drawal from the U. N. to a 
reduction of U. S. financial 
support "to whatever, to show 
our indignation.” 
"The plain truth of the matter 
is we were doublecrossed by 
some nations that switched their 
votes,” Reagan noted, without 
identifying the nations. 
Reagan said he did not report 
to Nixon on the trip, conducted 
on the President’s behalf to 
Taiwan, 
Japan, 
Singapore, 
South Vietnam, South Korea and 
Thailand. He said he hoped to 
make a personal report soon.

mind." 


The make-up of the 144-man 


field for this event, one of the 
last five on the schedule this 
season and thus one of the last 
five chances the players have of 
securing their exemptions, is 
indicative. 


Only five of the top 10 money 


winners are on hand, with the 
rest taking a break or com- 
petiting abroad. 


But of the 25 players grouped 


between Nos. 50 and 75 on the 
list, generally speaking the ones 
in the fight for the exemptions, 
all but one are playing. The only 
absentee from that list is No. 67, 
Jon Lotz. He tried to make it but 
failed to qualify.

SACRAMENTO

Sacramento

Army 
Corps of Engineers, reports that 
Black Butte Lake on Stony 
Creek near Orland is down to the 
20,000 
acre-foot 
level 
in 
preparation for the 1971-72 flood 
season. The capacity of the lake 
is 160,000 acre-feet. 
Releases from the lake will be 
completely shut off at noon 
Sunday, October 31st, to allow 
Corps personnel to make their 
annual 
pre-flood 
season 
in­ 
spection of the outflow gate 
structures and tunnel. 
A nominal release of 30 cubic 
feet per second will be resumed 
by 2 p.m. Tuesday, November 
2nd, after the inspection is 
completed, to protect fish and 
wildlife habitat by keeping a live 
stream flowing in Stony Creek. 
The Corps assures that only in 
the event of a stormy period 
resulting in considerably in­ 
creased flood hazard will it be 
necessary to draw the lake down 
lower than the 20,000 acre-foot 
level 
for flood control 
this 
season.

WASHINGTON — President 
Nixon’s 
proposed 
revenue 
sharing plan took it on the chin 
from a Congressman most likely 
to insure the plan’s defeat. 
Rep. Wilbur Mills (D-Ark.), 
13-year head of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, 
told 
newsmen at the National Press 
Club that he was unimpressed 
with Mr. Nixon’s proposal. 
This was not the first time 
Mills has spoken out against 
Nixon’s 
plan 
to 
share 
the 
national wealth. He previously 
has called the idea an un­ 
workable 
solution 
for 
the 
nation’s financial troubles. 


But this was the first time the 
Arkansan has used Mr. Nixon’s 
name in public. Prior to Wed­ 
nesday’s announcement, Mills 
referred 
to 
the 
“Ad­ 
ministration” in his criticisms. 


Mills noted the President is 
upset with him because he 
(Mills) has refused to begin 
considerations on the bill. But, 
Mills said, “I’m not going to be 
intimidated 
by 
bush-league 
tactics.” 
According to Mills the “ tac­ 
tics” used by Nixon involved 
sending a 
pinch-hitter, 
Vice 


President Spiro Agnew, to make 
“a painfully obvious grandstand 
play” in a speech to the League 
of California Cities. 
“Mr. Agnew excoriated me, 
and the committee, for not 
acting favorably on general 
revenue sharing,” he said. “In 
my 
judgment, 
his 
scathing 
remarks went far beyond the 
bounds of propriety.” 
Obviously relishing flinging 
Mr. 
Nixon’s 
use 
of 
sports 
analogies to make his point, 
Mills said, “I don’t care whose 
political 
batting 
average 
is 
involved. The general revenue 
sharing proposal was 
never 
major league material in the 
first place, and everyone knows 
it.” 
Some observers 
felt Mills 
personal attack against Nixon 
policy indicates the Arkansan 
might be more seriously con­ 
sidering 
going 
after 
the 
Democratic Presidential 
nomination. 
Mills did not comment on such 
a possibility. 
The tone at the White House, 
following Mills’ attack, was one 
of explicit disinterest, as one 
Presidential aid said, “I don’t 
think the President will even 
bother to comment on Mr. Mills 
remarks.” 


Development Firm

Macco Corp. and Skye, Inc. The 
suit also involves Title In­ 
surance and Trust. 
The Shepards contend that 
they agreed to purchase Lake 
California property from River 
Development Co. in July, 1970 
for $21,000, less $3,000 trade-in 
on another site. The land was to 
be on a man-made lake, near a 
club house and supplied with 
utilities. There were to be no 
easements or rights-of-way on 
the Shepards’ 
property, 
ac­ 
cording to their suit. 
River 
Development 
was 
succeeded by Envirotech and 
Superior Equity. 
The plaintiffs, through their 
Berkeley attorney, contend that 
Title Insurance and Trust filed 
in the Tehama County Recor­ 


der’s Office easements on their 
land, “making it worthless.”

One provision of the law is so 


good — or bad — that it could 
trigger a "brain drain" of 
lawmakers retiring at the end of 
their current terms to take 
advantage 
of 
the 
one-time 


retirement 
windfall, 
the 


legislators say. 


A section of law passed in 1965 


lets a legislator 
retire im- 


mediately with full benefits if 
his 
district 
boundaries 
are 


shifted — even by a few feet — 
by rcapportionment this year. 


What this does is make 81 


legislators immediately eligible 
for full retirement benefits — 
something some of them would 
otherwise have to wait for years 


to collect. 


"The 
present 
legislative 


retirement law encourages, and- 
virtually requires in their own 
self interest, the mandatory 
retirement of as many as 80 
experienced legislators at t*ie 
end of the current term," says 
Assemblyman 
Frank Lan- 


terman, R-La Canada. 


So Lanterman is sponsoring a 


bill, approved in the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee 
Wednesday, to take care of the 
situation. 


The 
bill 
would 
allow 


lawmakers to hang onto this full, 
instant retirement provision and 
use it whenever they decide to 
step down or get defeated. 


Rather than a now-or-never 


situation with reapportionment 
they could have the option of full 
retirement when they choose.

Scientists Develop 
A Mars Probe Plan 


By BILL STOCKTON 
PASADENA (AP) — Officials 
of the Mariner 9 Mars probe 
project are installing a com­ 
munications system here they 
hope will bridge language and 
ideology barriers and bring 
about the first joint effort in 
space exploration by U. S. and 
Russian scientists. 
Officials at 
the California 
Institute of Technology’s Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory — JPL 
— hope to use a Telex machine 
to exchange data through a 
similar machine in Moscow 
when both countries begin ex­ 
ploration of Mars next month. 
Mariner 9 is scheduled to go 
into Martian orbit Nov. 13 and 
take photographs and other 
measurements of the planet. 
Two Soviet craft, Mars 2 and 3, 
are expected to arrive about the 
same time, but their missions 
haven’t been disclosed. 
The Telex system is a means 
of 
sending 
and 
receiving 
messages 
by 
teletype. 
One 
machine can send information 
by dialing another’s number. 
“We have their number and 
they have ours,” said Dan 
Schneiderman, 
Mariner 
9 
project director. 
“As soon as our machine is 
installed, we’ll 
place a call. 
We’ll just see who answers. 


Sometimes that’s the only way 
to get things rolling.” 
Since the Russians announced 
launch of their two Martian 
probes in May, U. S. scientists 
have hoped to exchange data 
with them. 
Because 
the 
Soviet 
craft 
weighs more than five tons, 
compared to Mariner’s 2,200 
pounds, some observers think a 
Martian landing will be at­ 
tempted by Mars 2 and 3. 
Mariner 9’s orbit will take it to 
within 750 miles of the surface. 
A landing by a Russian craft 
would offer a unique opportunity 
for cooperation U. S. scientists 
feel. Mariner could make broad 
studies of the landing area’s 
general characteristics while 
the Soviets studied details of the 
surface. 
The first U. S. landing of an 
unmanned craft on Mars is 
expected in 1975. 
Even if the Soviets don’t at­ 
tempt to land but simply place a 
spacecraft in orbit, important 
cooperation 
still 
would 
be 
possible. 
Intriguing 
ob­ 
servations could be exchanged 
and 
attempts 
made 
to 
simultaneously observe some 
area. 
“It’d be a shame not to 
correlate 
this 
information,” 
Schneiderman said.

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) — 
The State Department was still 
trying today to find a way to get 
22 Cubans to go back home. 
Nineteen of the Cubans are 
sugar cane technicians who flew 
here Tuesday in hopes of at­ 
tending the 14th Congress of the 
International Society of Sugar 
Cane Technologists. The other 
three are crew members of the 
Russian-built twin-engine 
turboprop used for the flight 
from Cuba.

Jackson To Announce 
His Candidacy Soon

contract offer to end the 28-day 
United Mine Workers strike. 
Negotiators 
for 
both 
sides 
declined to comment. 
In the dock strike, ILA leaders 
in New Orleans bowed to a court 
order and told their men to 
return 
to 
work 
today. 
Philadelphia 
longshoremen 
resumed 
work 
Wednesday 
under a court order and threat of 
heavy fines. 
Employer 
groups 
in 
Baltimore and Mobile, Ala., 
were also seeking a return to 
work, charging that the local 
ILA walkouts constituted an 
illegal secondary boycott to 
support the international union. 
ILA President Thomas W.

For Retarded Work 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Twenty years ago Margaret 
Connolly 
gave 
birth 
to 
a 
severely retarded girl. 
Instead of hiding her daughter 
away in a state hospital, Mrs. 
Connolly decided to do what she 
could to help little Anne and 
other retarded children find a 
place in the world. 
Friday she will be honored as 
a founder and head of Aid 
Retarded Children, Inc., a group 
which she helped form, at an 
anniversary dinner. 
“Our primary idea was to talk 
about 
mental 
retardation 
publicly,” she said in an in­ 
terview, “to let some air in, to 
bring the matter out in the open 
enough so it could be recognized 
for the problem it was. 
“For years doctors recom­ 
mended that parents send their 
mentally retarded infants to the 
state hospital and agreed to say 
the child had died at birth,” said 
Mrs. Connolly. 
“Traditionally state hospitals 
were built 50 to 75 miles away 
from population centers and it 
was a way of not looking at 
mental retardation.” 
A big milestone came in 1955 
and 1956 when the federal 
government became interested

General, Army Ad Don’t Jibe 


Delay in any needed building is generally not advisable these 
days, though there is hope that efforts to cut back inflation may 
make it less costly in months to come than it has been in months 
gone by. But despite that generality, the Tehama County Super­ 
visors’ decision this week to go slow on planning remodeling of the 
Lincoln Street School building in Red Bluff appears to be a sensible 
delay. 


The Red Bluff Union School District’s governing board has 
called a bond election Nov. 16 to raise funds to replace the Lincoln 
Street building, and if all goes well, will be able to vacate it by next 
June. If that happens, there will be no obstacle to the county’s 
taking possession and proceeding with changes needed for con­ 
version to county offices. 


It was with that in mind that the supervisors had tentatively 
arranged for an architect to have plans all in readiness, and if 
smooth going was assured, that would be a wise procedure. But 
smooth going is never assured when bond elections and school 
building plans are concerned. It’s a sensible thing to take one thing 
ata time. And it’s a commendable thing for the county supervisors 
to be concerned with the welfare of the Red Bluff Union School 
District. 


The quicker the school building program, and with it the county 
office program, can be completed, however, the better from all 
standpoints. We need to get on with the job. 


Right Both Times, B u t. . . 


U. S. Secretary of State William P. Rogers was undoubtedly 
right when he said in Washington Tuesday that the United States 
has probably contributed more than its share to the support of the 
United Nations. But he was right, too, when he declared against 
any reduction of United Nations funds in retaliation for the heavy 
vote rejecting the United States backed two-China policy. 


As Secretary Rogers clearly pointed out, to cut funds because 
we don’t like the way the vote went would be to reject the 
democratic process and put this country on a level with the Soviet 
Union and other nations which make no pretense of abiding by 
majority rule. If the United States is to hold out for democracy as 
we know democracy, our arguments will surely fall on deaf ears if 
we take part in a voting organization, but go along only with the 
decisions which are to our liking. 


For that reason, and to avoid any suspicion that the United 
States is not as democratic as we want the world to think we are, we 
should make no move to cut financial support of the United Nations 
at this time. When we do, it should be clearly a matter of insisting 
on a fair division of responsibility. We must do nothing to confirm 
the idea that the American way is to buy votes with cash.

William W estm oreland, the 
Army’s grey eminence, is all 
hot-and-bothered about h air­ 
cuts. 
During the summer, the Army 
began a recruiting campaign 
which featured advertisements 
in national magazines. The ads 
showed a photograph of a young 
man with longish hair and 
carried the legend: “We care 
more about how you think than 
how you cut your hair.” 
This, it turns out, isn’t true. 
General Westmoreland, at least, 
is more concerned about hair 
styles than grey matter. Orders 
have gone out to crack down on 
haircuts. 
A stern memo to Army staff 
heads decrees that sideburns 
absolutely must stop “at the 
lowest part of the exterior ear 
opening.” And above the ears, a 
soldier’s hair “must not in­ 
terfere with the normal wear of 
all 
standard 
m ilitary 
headgear.” 
By 
W estm oreland’s 
hair 
standards, the young man in the 
Army advertisement would be 
marched to the barber. 
The Army tried to stop the 
advertisem ent, but it 
was 
already in print. Now an in­ 
ternal circular has been issued 
to make clear that the youth, 
who posed for the recruitment 
ad, doesn’t meet the haircut 
specifications. 
Explains 
the 
circu lar 
sheepishly: “The advertisement 
is designed to appeal to young 
men in the 17-21-year-old group 
who 
may 
be 
considering 
m ilitary 
service. 
The 
photograph represents an in­ 
dividual from the group, it does 
NOT repeat NOT illustrate a 
soldier meeting the standards 
set by . . . the Army.” 
The Army chief is dead 
serious about haircuts. The 
memo, relaying his orders, 
warns 
sternly: 
“ Firm 
corrective action will be taken 
against those who violate the 
stated haircut policy, as well as 
those in the chain of command 
who fail to detect such violations 
or enforce prescribed stan­ 
dards.” 
While W estmoreland huffs 
over hairdos, the Army is torn 
by racial strife, drug abuse and 
a breakdown in discipline. 


WASHINGTON WHIRL 
Wage Crackdown — President 
Nixon’s economic advisers 
admit privately that the basic 
aim of his economic program is 
to hold down wage increases. 
They regard wage levels as the 
biggest element in the cost of 
production. The average wage 
for non-farm workers rose 8 per 
cent in the last fiscal year. Yet 
the output per man-hour rose 
less than 3 per cent. This meant 
that production costs, in order to 
meet the rising wage levels, had 
to go up. The real thrust of the 
President’s Phase II program, 
therefore, is to control wage 
levels. The White House will go 
through the motions of keeping 
the lid on prices and will 
threaten to take action against 
excessive profits. But it’s really 
wages that Nixon wants to 
control. 
Railroad Handout — Sen. 
Vance Hartke, T-ind., has given 
substance to fears that the 
bankrupt Penn Central railroad 
will need still more federal 
funds to keep it running. The U. 
S 
T reasury 
is 
already 
guaranteeing about $100 million 
in loans for Penn Central. Now 
Hartke, in a “Dear Jervis” 
letter to Penn Central trustee 
Jervis Langdon Jr., has dropped 
a hint that the Treasury may 
have to be tapped again. As 
chairman of the Senate Surface 
Transportation Subcommittee, 
Hartke asked Langdon to stop 
withholding from the committee 
files that might be needed “in 
anticipating any money crisis 
necessitating a congressional 
response.” 
Nixon Peace — In stronger 
language than he has ever used 
in public, President Nixon 
a s s u r e d 
R e p u b l i c a n 
congressional leaders last week 
that he expects to get out of 
Vietnam with an “honorable” 
peace. He chafed behind closed 
doors over the Senate amend­ 
ments that seek to force his hand 
on settling the war. “ Those who 
offer amendments which in­ 
dicate no confidence in the 
P resident,” grum ped Nixon, 
“are going to look silly.” 
Byrd’s Offer — After the 
White House leaked out word 
that President Nixon 
was 
considering Sen. Robert Byrd, 
D-W. Va., for the Supreme 
Court, Washington buzzed with 


rumors that Byrd had used his 
Senate Staff to prepare his legal 
briefs and term papers for law 
school. He entered American 
University’s law school after his 
election to the Senate, attended 
classes at night and graduated 
in 1963 with a high “B” average. 
His professors and classmates 
say he was an excellent student. 
One professor, Louis C. James, 
describes Byrd as one of the two 
most 
“ alert and attentive 
students he has ever taught. 
We were convinced by our 
investigation that the rumors 
aren’t true. But we put the 
question to Byrd, who dictated 
this emphatic reply: “I will give 
$5,000 to the individual who 
brings to me any staff member 
of mine, past or present, who 
will say publicly and in my 
presence that he or she wrote 
any of my law school term 
papers, 
briefs or any 
part 
thereof. Further, if this absurd, 
vicious rumor be proved, I will 
resign my seat in the Senate.”

That’s all Mr. Welch 
has ever said e. g. “Education is 
our total strategy — truth is our 
only weapon.”

Mr. 
Welch’s 
statements 
regarding 
Eisenhower. To look at our 
“leaders” today, it is patently 
clear that the average American 
voter needs a hell of a lot of 
educating.

Says Program Misses Goal 


"ISTHI5 A LAUNCHIM'OR A FIRIN'?' 


On The Right 
Impossible To Be Debonair About Insurance 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR. 
Last night I sat for an hour 
with the president of a small 
bank in upstate New York, 
talking about this and that as we 
drove from the airport to the 
hotel suite, before he led me 
down to address his convention. 
He had about him the air of a 
man that nothing ever happens 
to, but in the elevator he said 
casually, “We had a robbery, by 
the way, yesterday — the first 
robbery in the history of the 
bank, which is over 80 years old. 
Two hundred and sixty three 
thousand dollars in cash.” My 
sympathy was particularly keen 
because someone told me once 
that the only thing you cannot 
insure is the loss of cash. Well, 
this turns out to be an exception 
where banks are concerned; the 
banker said they were fully 
insured. 
However, he said, if the cops 
don’t catch the thieves, and the 
cash along with them, the in­ 
surance company will simply 
increase the cost of the bank’s 
insurance over the next ten 
years by twenty-six thousand 
dollars per year. Infuriation 
overtook me. What, I said, is the 
point of insurance, if the insurer 
is going to get back the loss? By 
that reasoning, why doesn’t the 


insured get back his premium 
for those years when there is no 
loss, in the instant case for 80 
years running? 
A few months ago I talked 
with Mr. Clement Stone, who 
has made a half billion dollars 
from 
insurance, 
about 
the 
special problems of ghetto and 
high-crime residents. For in­ 
stance, I said, in parts of the 
Bronx, an insurance company 
automatically cancels the policy 
of anyone whose house is rob­ 
bed. Now, said I, since it is the 
function 
of 
governm^i:, 
by 
ecumenical decision of con­ 
servatives 
and 
liberals, 
to 
protect an 
individual’s 
life, 
liberty, 
and 
property, 
why 
shouldn’t the government come 
forward with insurance in such 
cases? Oh, said Mr. Stone, 
simply, we don’t want govern­ 
ment to go into the insurance 
business. Well, but if the private 
sector isn’t going to go into the 
insurance business, and the 
government isn’t doing its job, 
shouldn’t 
the 
government 
compensate for its derelictions, 
even as it is widely proposed 
that the government should 
compensate the widow of the 
man 
who 
is 
murdered, 
or 
maimed? Mr. Stone was not 
interested. 


Those who plead the case for 
the insurance companies stress 
the government’s regulation of 
their rates, preventing them in 
many 
cases 
from 
charging 
realistic premiums. Ho hum, I 
say, as a car owner whose in­ 
surance has risen by 300 per cent 
in ten years. And then, too: 
where is the competition? How 
does a publication go about 
getting insurance from libel 
suits? Or a boat owner who has 
had several accidents. 


The insurance companies are 
developing astrological fixes on 
insurers, and are headed in the 
direction of saying that no one 
born under the shadow of the 
moon will receive insurance, 
except maybe with a million 
dollars deductible. 


Nor is it possible to become 
debonair about the problem, and 
talk to oneself grandly about 
self-insurance. 
The 
ghetto 
resident whose third successive 
television set is stolen is likely to 
have to do without television. 
The boat owner*" who is so 
unlucky as to have entertained 
on board a guest who falls into 
the water, not knowing how to 
swim, and tragically drowns, 
would have been better off 
wearing the Scarlet Letter in the 
puritan company of the 18th 
century, than walking down the 


street among the oglers in the 
insurance world. 


It is sometimes asked: where 
will the welfarists move next, 
now that they have provided us 
with free false teeth? It used to 
strain the imagination to come 
up with an answer. No longer. 
Already, in most states, there is 
the classification of “assigned 
risk.” That means that the in­ 
surance companies have to split 
up among them the policies of 
high-risk drivers. By extension, 
the same will be done to protect 
decent 
residents 
and 
shopkeepers 
in 
high-crime 
areas, which are better defined 
as areas where the police do not 
do their job. 


There is a great bitterness 
building up against the 
in­ 
surance people, even as it built 
up in recent years against 
members of the medical com­ 
munity, as the result of the in­ 
creased difficulty in getting a 
doctor to come to you when you 
were sick. The solutions are by 
no means obvious, but it is ob­ 
vious that the insurance world is 
~>und, 
sound, 
corpulently 
asleep. They will, 
alas, 
be 
awakened not most likely by a 
young 
and 
spirited 
en­ 
trepreneur, but by the heavy 
hand of government.

MY DOCTOR puffs cigar­ 
ette smoke in my face while 
urging me to stop smoking. 
If it’s bad for me, why isn’t 
it bad for him? 
Mr. S. A., Ore. 
Dear Mr. A.: Smoking is 
probably bad for both of you. 
You, however, must not base 
y o u r decision 
to give up the 
habit on your 
doctor’s inabil­ 
ity to do the 
same. 
I agree with 
you that puff- 
i n g cigarette 
smoke in your 
face is hardly 
the acceptable 
method to in­ 
duce 
you 
to 
kick the habit. 
Doctors themselves know the 
risks 
of 
tobacco 
and m ust 
seek their own psychoneurotic 
reasons for persisting in a ha­ 
bit deterimental to health. 
A very astute observation 
was recently made by distin­ 
guished young psychiatrist, Dr. 
John S. Tamerin, of the Mount 
Sinai School of Medicine in 
New York City. 
He found that only 39% of 
psychiatrists were able to stop 
smoking, as compared to the 
56% success in other physi­ 
cians. 
His explanation is that psy­ 
chiatrists have fewer oppor­ 
tunities for physical activity 
by 
which 
other 
physicians 
modify their impulses and at­ 
tentions. 
Dr. Tamerin believes, too, 
that 
cigarette 
smoking 
by 
fifty million Americans is “a 
widespread example of neuro­ 
tic risk-taking.” 
You and your doctor must 
individually weigh the risks of 
tobacco and come to your own 
conclusion 
as 
you 
balance 
health against potential haz­ 
ard. 


How early should a speech 
defect be treated in a young 
child? 
My husband insists that 3- 
year-old is too young to be 
burdened by treatment.

Dear Mrs. E.: There is a 
temptation 
to 
believe 
that 
speech defects will spontane­ 
ously disappear with time. 
This 
leads 
to 
disappoint­ 
ment for 
the 
parents, 
and 
deeply ingrained patterns of 
speech for the child. 
First, 
of course, 
physical 
reasons for a speech defect 
must be ruled out and re­ 
moved, if present. A slight 
band of adhesion may tie the 
tongue down. Large adenoids 
may give nasality to speech. 
Dental problems m ay inter­ 
fere with good speech. 
Speech therapy, a highly de­ 
veloped 
science, 
has 
made 
enormous progress in the past 
25 years. Hospitals and uni­ 
versities have excellent speech 
centers, and encourage chil­ 
dren to be brought to them at 
the very earliest age. 
The results are often spec­ 
tacular and spare children em ­ 
barrassment in 
their 
social 
and school envoronment. 
The 
methods 
now 
being 
used are brilliantly conceived 
and are played out os games 
that young children actually 
enjoy.

therapists are carried out in 
the home and increase 
the 
benefits and successful results.

day tour of Asia, said he had told 
President 
Nixon 
of

displeasure with the Monday 
night vote during a telephone 
call but declined to say what the 
President's reaction was.

whether he thought the rebuff in 
the U.N. would hurt Nixon's re- 
election next year. 


"I'd just rather wait and see if 


we aren't going to take any 
action," he said when asked to 
assess any political effect of the 
vote by the U. N. to seat Com- 
munist China in place of the 
nationalist government. 


The discussion was started 


when Reagan opened his news 
conference 
Wednesday 
by 


distributing a copy of a cable he 
sent 
to 
Chiang 
Kai-shek, 


president of Nationalist China 


whom he visited earlier in the 
month. 


It said: "Mrs. Reagan and I 


want you to know how deeply 
shocked and disappointed we 
were by the completely immoral 
action on the General Assembly 
of the United Nations. 


"I have told the President of 


my displeasure at what can only 
be described 
as the moral 


bankruptcy of an organization 
now reduced to the level of a 
kangaroo court." 


Reagan said retaliation could 


range from total U. S. with- 
drawal from the U. N. to a 
reduction of U. S. financial 
support "to whatever, to show 
our indignation." 


"The plain truth of the matter 


is we were doublecrossed by 
some nations that switched their 
votes," Reagan noted, without 
identifying the nations. 


Reagan said he did not report

Deep In Ranks O f 
Golf Touring Pros

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — 
There’s a quietly desperate 
battle going on deep in the ranks 
of golf’s touring pros. 
It involves positions on the 
official money list — not the 
well-publicized fight for No. 1 
between Jack Nicklaus, Lee 
Trevino and Arnold Palmer 
but the struggle for 60th place, 
the cutoff spot for determining 
exemptions for next year’s tour. 
The ones who don’t make it 
and aren’t otherwise qualified 
have to join the ranks of the 
Monday qualifiers, the scores 
and scores of players who must 
fight for a handful of spots on the 
Mondays preceding the start of 
each regular PGA event. 
“That’s probably the toughest 
thing we have to do out here, 
those Mondays,” said Jimmy 
Jamieson, who made it last year 
and is in danger of losing his 
spot this season. Jamieson made 
his comment before teeing off 
today in the first round of the 
$135,000 
Sahara 
Invitational 
Open Golf Tournament. 
“Getting away from Mondays 
sure smooths out your putting 
stroke,” said Bill Garrett, an 
exempt player this season but 
almost certain to drop back into 
the rabbit ranks next year. “You 
can go into a tournament with an 
entirely 
different 
frame 
of 
mind.” 
The make-up of the 144-man 


field for this event, one of the 
last five on the schedule this 
season and thus one of the last 
five chances the players have of 
securing their exemptions, is 
indicative. 
Only five of the top 10 money 
winners are on hand, with the 
rest taking a break or com- 
petiting abroad. 
But of the 25 players grouped 
between Nos. 50 and 75 on the 
list, generally speaking the ones 
in the fight for the exemptions, 
all but one are playing. The only 
absentee from that list is No. 67, 
Jon Lotz. He tried to make it but 
failed to qualify. 
A m ajor turnover is certain. 
At least 18 of the top 60 from a 
year ago are in jeopardy. 


Jim Colbert is the man in the 
hot seat, holding down the 60th 
position. He has $33,045 and it 
appears that it will take a 
minimum of $37,000 to make it. 
Among some of the veterans

13-year head of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, told 
newsmen at the National Press 
Club that he was unimpressed 
with Mr Nixon's proposal. 


This was not the first time 


Mills has spoken out against 
Nixon's

the 


national wealth He previously 
has called the idea an un-

the 


nation's financial troubles. 


But this was the first time the 


Arkansan has used Mr Nixon's 
name in public. Prior to Wed- 
nesday's announcement, Mills

to 
the "Ad- 


ministration" in his criticisms. 


Mills noted the President is 


upset with him because he 
(Mills) has refused to begin 
considerations on the bill. But, 
Mills said, "I'm not going to be 
intimidated 
by 
bush-league 


tactics " 


According to Mills the "tac 


tics" used by Nixon involved 
sending a pinch-hitter, Vice 


President Spiro Agnew, to make 
"a painfully obvious grandstand 
play" in a speech to the League 
of California Cities. 


"Mr. Agnew excoriated me, 


and the committee, for not 
acting favorably on general 
revenue sharing," he said. "In 
my 
judgment,

remarks went far beyond the 
bounds of propriety."

Scientists Develop 
A Mars Probe Plan 
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By BILL STOCKTON 


PASADENA (AP) — Officials 


of the Mariner 9 Mars probe 
project are installing a com- 
munications system here they 
hope will bridge language and 
ideology barriers and bring 
about the first joint effort in 
space exploration by U. S. and 
Russian scientists. 


Officials at 
the California 


Institute of Technology's 
Jet 


Propulsion Laboratory — JPL 
— hope to use a Telex machine 
to exchange data through a 
similar machine in Moscow 
when both countries begin ex- 
ploration of Mars next month. 


Mariner 9 is scheduled to go 


into Martian orbit Nov. 13 and 
take photographs and other 
measurements of the planet. 
Two Soviet craft, Mars 2 and 3, 
are expected to arrive about the 
same time, but their missions 
haven't been disclosed. 


The Telex system is a means 


of 
sending 
and 
receiving 


messages by teletype. 
One 


machine can send information 
by dialing another's number. 


"We have their number and 


they have ours," said Dan 
Schneiderman, 
Mariner 
9 


project director. 


"As soon as our machine is 


installed, we'll 
place a call. 


We'll just see who answers. 


Sometimes that's the only way 
to get things rolling." 


Since the Russians announced 


launch of their two Martian 
probes in May, U. S. scientists 
have hoped to exchange data 
with them. 


Because 
the Soviet craft 


weighs more than five tons, 
compared to Mariner's 2,200 
pounds, some observers think a 
Martian landing will be at- 
tempted 
by Mars 2 and 3. 


Mariner 9's orbit will take it to 
within 750 miles of the surface. 


A landing by a Russian craft 


would offer a unique opportunity 
for cooperation U. S. scientists 
feel. Mariner could make broad 
studies of the landing area's 
general characteristics while 
the Soviets studied details of the 
surface. 


The first U. S. landing of an 


unmanned craft on Mars is 
expected in 1975. 


Even if the Soviets don't at- 


tempt to land but simply place a 
spacecraft in orbit, important 
cooperation 
still 
would 
be 


possible.

servations could be exchanged 
and 
attempts
